Trag History or Pews.—In Anglo-
Saxon and some of the Normon
churches of early date, a stone bench
wasifo project within the wall, run-
ning around the whole interior except
the East end. In 1317, they are rep-
resented as sitting on the ground or

“standing. Aboutthis time, people in-
froduced low, rude, threeleggzed
stooks promiscuously over the church.
Wooden seats were introduced soon
after the Norman conquest. In 1287,
a deeree was issucd in regard to the
wrangling for seats, so common that
none should call any sest in the
church his own, except noblemen and
patrons, each entering and lolding
the one he first found. ‘As we ap-
proach the Reformation, from 1530 to
1540, seats were more appropriated,
the entrance being guarded by cross-
bars, and the initial letters engraved
o@ them.

A Constantinoplo corréhp?nﬂent,
.writing on the 23d ult., to the New
York Zribune, says the, number of
deaths in the Turkish ecapital, during
the fifty days’ prevalence of cholera,
avere not less than fifty thousand,
though the official return of the Tark-
ish Government largely under-stated
them. Oanly one death has occurred
among the American residents, that
of a little child of the Bev. Mr.
Washburne. The dverage mortality
was sixty-five per cent. of those at-
tacked, while of those treated by the
medical. men of the American Mission
ouly fiftecen “per cent.: died. The
writer says tile cholera followed no
known laws, raging with the greatest
severity in the highest. best venti-
{lated, and most cleanly quarters of
{ the city, where in previous epidemics
not a single ecase had occmired. The
mortality among Europeans was much
! greater 4ffer the disease had begun to
i decline than dwing its height. Per-
{ sous who had fled from infected dis-
ptricts, appavently in parfect health,
| have generally been attacked as soon
| as they reached their mew pldes of
lrefnge. The writer adds:

! “It is said that the swallows and
{ several other kinds of birds deserted
| the city at the commencement of the
epidemic, and ave only now beginning
to return—and I believe this to be a
fact. 1t is also said that the gilding
on the eaecques in the Golden Horn
and Bosphorus hus tarnished, espe-
cially in  those localities where the
cholera has raged most severely. The
summer has been delichtful. I have |
never known more perfect weather in |
Copstantinople.  For two months be- |
fore the cholern came, the health of
the eity was better than it has been
for years, and the weather has re-
mained the same during the epidemic
that it was before. I liave carefully
read the deseription of the tholera in
“Wood's Theory and Practice of Me- |
dicine,” and it is wondertully correet,

CuarLestox.—A  gentleman who
has®een abseytt from Charleston for
the short time of six weoks returned
in the last steamer from New York.
On walking up East Bay, his first ex-
clamation was that of surprise ot wit-
nessing the wonderful improvements
that had been made in that section of
the city during his temporary leave.
We assured him that the improve-
nrents were not coniined to any spe-
cial locality. On every street and
thoroughfare ‘the marks of energy,
industry and enterprise were plainly
visible. East Bay, six weeks ago, was
almost barren of open business places,
while now it is next to impossiblity
to rent a bnilding?coveredl with a roof.
Ownaers of buildings are actively en-
gaged repairing damages oceasioned
by fire and water, and long before
the repairs are colpleted, applications
are received to oceupy the premises.
The same hglds good with Meeting,
King and other principal streets.
Ther: is a great demand for stores
and warenouses all over the city. In
order to meet this demand, it will he
necessary for some measures to be
taken towards restoring the burnt
distriet toa habitable coudition. The
eity cannot atford to allow that large
area for valuable space to remain in
ruins., Let the owners of the pro-
perty commence at onece to put up
larger and commodions buildings,
and when completed, there will be no
need of begging for oscupants. The
rents in Charleston are ingreasing
daily, which is another evidence of
enhaneed business activity. Stores,
which three months ago could be ob-
tuitied for five hundred dollars per
annum, c:unot now Jm had for less
than S1,500 and 52,080 for the sume
term. Lel us continue it the good
work of city improvement. -

These are not
rare cases. In all fowns they are ra-
pidly dying.

A hady told us of a
hired negeess who left the lot and her
babe for over thirty hours, aud feel-
